teep  recession.  If  January’s  rise  were  to 


be  repeated  for  the  rest  of  the  year,  the  annual  rate 
would  be  3.5  percent. 

White  House  deputy  press  secretary  Larry 
Speakes  said  the  January  figure  shows  “a  con¬ 
tinuing  trend  of  improvement”  in  the  inflation  rate. 
“We  have  reduced  it  by  one-third,”  he  said,  refer¬ 
ring  to  a  decline  from  12.4  percent  in  1980  to  8.9 
percent  in  1981. 

Private  economists  said  President  Reagan’s  suc¬ 
cess  with  inflation  is  being  achieved  at  the  cost  of  a 
severe  recession  and  high  unemployment  —  a  point 
conceded  by  chief  White  House  economist  Murray 
L.  Weidenbaum. 

Federal  Reserve  Board  Chairman  Paul  A.  Volc- 
ker,  whose  anti-inflationary  tight-money  policy  has 
been  blamed  for  causing  the  recession,  conceded 
before  the  same  group  that  the  improved  inflation 
outlook  has  “been  achieved  partly  at  the  expense  of 


unemployment  and  savage  pressures  on  profits  of 
many  companies.” 

However,  “high  unemployment  and  a  depressed 
economy  can’t  be  an  acceptable  base  for  sustaining” 
the  fight  against  inflation,  Volcker  added. 

Most  economists  expect  the  current  recession, 
which  deepened  in  January,  to  bottom  out  later  this 
year  and  pave  the  way  for  a  recovery,  but  that 
forecast  depends  on  a  drop  in  interest  rates,  which 
have  remained  stubbornly  high. 

Unemployment,  now  8.5  percent,  is  expected  to 
climb  above  9  percent,  the  highest  since  World  War 
II.  The  high  jobless  rate  should  help  restrain  wage 
increases,  which  economists  say  are  a  key  to  lower¬ 
ing  inflation  in  the  future. 

Meanwhile,  the  National  Association  of  Realtors 
reported  that  home  sales  in  January  fell  to  the 
lowest  level  in  12  years  because  of  severe  weather 
and  high  mortgage  rates. 

The  association  said  sales  of  existing  homes  fell  to 
a  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate  of  1.82  million, 
down  from  1.94  million  in  December. 

The  0.3  percent  rise  in  consumer  prices  in  Janu¬ 
ary  compared  with  the  0.4  percent  increase  of  De¬ 
cember  and  a  0.5  percent  rise  in  November. 

The  government  said  the  January  slowdown  was 
aided  by  a  1.7  percent  drop  in  gasoline  prices,  a  0. 1 
percent  decline  in  new  car  prices,  the  smallest  rise 
in  used  car  prices  in  almost  two  years  —  0.3  percent 
—  and  a  0. 1  percent  drop  in  clothing  costs. 

With  high  interest  rates  keeping  potential 
buyers  out  of  the  market,  house  prices  dropped  as 
well,  falling  0.4  percent  in  January. 

Overall  costs  of  maintaining  a  home  were  up  a 
modest  0.3  percent,  but  some  specific  housing  costs 
showed  larger  increases.  Rent  was  up  0.6  percent 
and  natural  gas  and  elecricity  jumped  1.8  percent, 
reflecting  the  gradual  removal  of  federal  price  con¬ 
trols  from  natural  gas. 

Food  costs  rose  0.7  percent  last  month,  following 
small  advances  of  0.2  percent  or  less  in  each  of  the 
previous  three  months,  but  government  econom¬ 
ists  attributed  the  large  rise  to  bad  crops  in  Califor¬ 
nia  and  the  South. 


Atlanta  testimony  ends 


ATLANTA  (AP)  —  Testimony  ended  in 
Wayne  Williams’  murder  trial  Thursday 
after  nine  weeks  and  197  witnesses,  with 
his  mother  lamenting  that  the  ordeal  has 
“ruined”  her  family.  The  explosive  case 
could  go  to  the  jury  as  early  as  tonight. 

“Wayne’s  character  has  been  drug 
through  the  mud,”  Faye  Williams  told 
jurors  as  she  returned  to  the  stand  as  a 
rebuttal  witness  for  the  defense.  “My  hus¬ 
band’s  character  has  been  drug  through 
the  mud .  .  .  the  Williams  family  has  been 
ruined.” 

“They  continue  to  lie  and  lie  and  lie,  but 
they  have  not  produced  evidence  that  my 
son  is  a  killer,”  she  said. 

Superior  Court  Judge  Clarence  Cooper 
scheduled  closing  arguments  for  today  af¬ 
ter  denying  defense  lawyer  Alvin  Binder’s 
motion  to  dismiss  the  two  murder  charges 
against  the  23-year-old  black  free-lance 


photographer  and  aspiring  talent  prom¬ 
oter. 

“The  most  we’ve  got  in  this  murder  case 
is  speculation,”  Binder  argued  in  his  mo¬ 
tion  for  a  directed  verdict  of  acquittal. 

Court  spokesman  Ken  Boswell  said  each 
side  will  be  allowed  two  hours  to  complete 
closing  arguments  and  the  case  could  go  to 
the  jury  as  early  as  tonight.  He  said  jurors 
will  deliberate  in  the  courtroom  rather 
than  in  a  jury  room  because  of  the  large 
number  of  bulky  exhibits  —  including  a 
bridge  model  and  dozens  of  charts  and 
maps. 

When  jurors  do  begin  deliberations, 
they  will  be  faced  with  deciding  one  of  the 
most  difficult  and  closely  watched  cases  in 
recent  U.S.  criminal  history. 

Williams  has  pleaded  innocent  to 
charges  that  he  murdered  Nathaniel  Ca¬ 
ter,  27,  and  Jimmy  Ray  Payne,  21.  They 


were  two  of  the  28  young  blacks  slain  in  a 
22-month  string  of  killings  that  captured 
international  attention  before  the  slayings 
stopped  last  year. 

No  arrests  have  been  made  in  the  26 
other  cases,  but  prosecutors  contend  the 
Cater  and  Payne  deaths  are  part  of  a  pat¬ 
tern  of  killings  that  includes  10  additional 
slayings  of  young  blacks. 

Prosecutors,  who  concede  their  case  is 
circumstantial,  produced  experts  who  said 
fibers  found  on  the  bodies  of  the  victims 
matched  fibers  taken  from  Williams’  home 
and  car.  Other  witnesses  placed  Williams 
with  seven  of  the  12  victims  and  portrayed 
him  as  a  homosexual  with  a  violent  temper 
who  hated  poor  young  blacks. 

Defense  witnesses  depicted  Williams  as 
a  man  more  concerned  with  helping  young 
blacks  than  with  his  own  success.  .

Top  economist 
calls  forecast 


too  optimistic 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
top  economist  in  Congress  dismis¬ 
sed  President  Reagan’s  budget 
forecast  as  far  too  optimistic 
Thursday  and  warned  of  “the  very 
grim  outlook”  for  rising  deficits 
well  above  the  $100  billion  for  each 
year  into  the  foreseeable  future. 

In  a  report  certain  to  shock  Re¬ 
publicans  and  Democrats  already 
stunned  by  Reagan’s  own  high- 
deficit  forecasts,  Alice  Rivlin  pre¬ 
dicted  deficits  rising  from  $111  bil¬ 
lion  this  year  to  $121  billion  next 
year  to  $129  billion  in  1984  and  $140 
billion  in  1985. 

In  addition,  Rivlin  warned  the 
Senate  Appropriations  Committee 
that  “large  and  rising  budget  de¬ 
ficits  could  seriously  impair  the 
overall  performance  of  the  eco¬ 
nomy  over  the  longer  run.” 

She  said  her  forecast  assumed 
that  Congress  would  enact  $56  bil¬ 
lion  in  budget  cuts  and  other  sav¬ 
ings  proposed  by  Iteagan  for  fiscal 
1983.  Even  with  that  and  future 
cutbacks,  Reagan  says  the  deficits 
would  be  $98.6  billion  this  year; 
$91.5  billion  in  1983;  $83  billion  in 
1984;  and  $72  billion  in  1985. 

A  number  of  Republicans, 
Democrats  and  private  economists 
already  had  assailed  Reagan’s  fi¬ 
gures  as  too  optimistic. 

Rivlin  said  the  actual  deficit  fi¬ 
gures  might  be  larger  than  her  own 


estimates  if  the  economy  remains 
weak. 

In  general,  the  non-partisan 
Congressional  Budget  Office  that 
Rivlin  heads  has  been  more  accu¬ 
rate  in  its  economic  forecasting  in 
the  past  —  including  last  year  — 
than  either  Republican  or  Demo- 
L  cratic  administrations. 

In  all,  she  said  congressional  eco¬ 
nomists  estimate  a  combined  de¬ 
ficit  for  1983-1985  of  $390  billion  — 
$144  billion  above  Reagan’s  record 
forecast  of  $246  billion. 

David  R.  Gergen,  President 
Reagan’s  assistant  for  communica¬ 
tions,  said  the  White  House  staff 
had  just  received  the  Congression¬ 
al  Budget  Office  report  and  needed 
more  time  to  study  it  before  com¬ 
menting. 

But,  he  said,  the  congressional 
agency  was  “anticipating  less  eco¬ 
nomic  growth  than  the  president 
is,”  and  that  the  president’s  sav¬ 
ings  and  economic  growth  figures 
could  be  achieved  if  Congress 
cooperates  with  the  Reagan 
program. 

That  was  virtually  the  same  line 
heard  from  the  White  House  last 
year  when  Rivlin’s  forecasts 
proved  more  pessimistic  than 
Reagan’s.  At  that  time,  the  White 
House  said  the  deficit  for  1982 
would  be  $42.5  billion;  the  CBO  put 
it  at  $60  billion  to  $70  billion.

Monson  said  the  Bamberger  suit  claims 
Kentwood  Realty  filed  for  the  name  Jan. 
8,  and  Monson  breached  his  statutory  duty 
by  letting  Kentwood  Realty  have  the  title. 

Bamberger  Co.’s  allegation  that  “I  gave 
the  name  to  Kentwood  as  a  favor  to  people 
I  know  in  that  company  indicates  a  lack  of 
knowledge  on  Bamberger’s  part,”  Monson 
said. 

The  Kentwood  decision,  Monson  said, 
was  made  in  the  same  way  as  others  have 
been  made  in  the  past  when  Monson’s  staff 
reviews  a  request  and  then  approves  or 
disapproves  it.  He  said  he  can  then  go 
along  with  the  decision  or  veto  it.  In  his 
position  as  lieutenant  governor,  he  said, 
he  has  to  treat  everyone  the  same. 

Monson  said  that  when  the  decision  was 
made  to  grant  the  name  to  Kentwood,  he 
was  not  aware  another  request  for  the 
name  had  been  filed  earlier  and  reviewed 
by  Monson’s  staff.  He  said  Bamberger 
used  a  simple  form  of  application  that  is 


reviewed  by  Monson’s  staff.  Kentwood 
used  a  more  detailed  application  that  re¬ 
quired  Monson’s  personal  attention,  he 
said. 

Bamberger’s  first  request  had  been  re¬ 
jected  by  Monson’s  staff,  he  said.  “My 
staff  felt  there  were  already  too  many 
names  in  the  state  that  were  similar  to 
Bamberger’s  request.” 

Monson  said  Bamberger  then  reapplied 
and  attached  an  appeal  to  the  new  applica¬ 
tion.  Bamberger’s  new  application  and 
appeal  “just  took  longer  to  get  to  me  than 
did  Kentwood’s  (original  application),” 
Monson  said.  He  said  once  he  found 
Bamberger  had  applied  before  Kentwood, 
he  contacted  Kentwood  officials  and  asked 
them  if  they  would  be  willing  to  give  the 
name  to  Bamberger. 

According  to  Monson,  the  Kentwood 
officials  said  they  had  already  spent  too 
much  money  on  the  original  filing  and  they 
could  not  afford  to  go  through  the  process 
of  giving  the  name  up  and  filing  for 
another.

In  a  Wednesday  night  meeting,  Utah  County 
Commissioners  voted  unanimously  to  abolish  the 
office  of  Utah  County  Constable  as  of  Jan.  1, 1983. 

The  commissioners’  action  repeals  the  1978  ordi¬ 
nance  that  established  the  position  as  an  elective 
office. 

Deputy  County  Attorney  Guy  Burningham  told 
the  commissioners  that  his  studies  show  the  con¬ 
solidation  of  the  precinct-court  and  city-court  con¬ 
stable  positions  into  one  county  office  are  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  state  law.  He  said  the  law  says  each  court 
shall  have  a  constable. 

Burnigham  said  the  constable  is  not  to  be  a  coun¬ 
ty  officer.  He  said  he  is  not  on  the  county  payroll, 
but  gets  his  money  from  serving  papers.  The  repeal 
of  the  office  will  mean  10  constables  will  have  to  be 
elected  to  serve  in  the  various  courts,  Burningham 
said. 

Don  Forsyth  has  been  the  acting  county  const¬ 
able  since  elected  to  a  four-year  term  in  1978.  He 
began  to  serve  his  term  Jan.  1,  1979.  Several  jus¬ 
tices  of  the  peace  were  present  during  Wednes¬ 
day’s  meeting  and  praised  the  work  Forsyth  has 
been  doing.

MIA  in  Vietnam 
not  lost  memory 
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Editor’s  note:  There  are  about  2,500  Amer- 
I  'can  soldiers  who  are  listed  as  “missing  in 
action”  after  the  Vietnam  War.  Staff  writer 
Clark  Caras’  uncle,  Maj.  Franklin  A.  Caras, 
has  been  missing  since  1967.  Maj.  Caras  is 
from  Spanish  Fork.

When  the  United  States  pulled  out 
of  Vietnam  nine  years  ago,  the  fate  of 
almost  2,500  men  listed  as  missing  in 
action  was  not  known. 

Tuesday,  after  meeting  with  Viet¬ 
namese  officials  in  Hanoi,  Richard 
Armitage,  deputy  secretary  of  de¬ 
fense,  said  the  fate  of  those  men  re¬ 
mains  a  mystery. 

Armitage  told  reporters  in  Hanoi, 
“The  Vietnamese  know  more  than 
they  are  telling.” 

He  said  he  and  a  group  of  Amer¬ 
icans  went  to  Hanoi  in  hopes  the  gov¬ 
ernment  there  would  explain  the  re¬ 
ported  sightings  of  Americans  in  the 
jungles  of  Southeast  Asia. 

Cathy  Caras,  Spanish  Fork,  is  the 
wife  of  one  of  those  2,500  men  who  did 
not  come  home.  She  said  reports  such 
as  Armitage’s  are  “like  salt  that  is 
constantly  being  rubbed  into  an  old 
wound.” 

On  April  28, 1967,  Maj.  Franklin  A. 
Caras  was  flying  his  F-105  near 
Hanoi.  Mrs.  Caras  said  the  reports 
she  received  indicated  he  had  been 
shot  down  by  a  Russian  MIG,  flown 
by  a  North  Vietnamese  pilot.  She  said 
her  husband’s  wingman  told  her  he 
had  seen  Caras  parachute  into  the 
jungle  below. 

Never  heard 

For  the  past  15  years,  Mrs.  Caras, 
said  she  has  never  received  any  word 
to  verify  if  her  husband  had  been 
taken  prisoner.  During  the  war 
years,  she  said,  his  official  status  was 
missing  in  action.  Then,  in  early  1978, 
she  said  the  government  informed  her  t 
that  he  was  “presumed  dead.” 

“You  always  wonder;  just  because  j 
they  presume  him  dead,  it  doesn’t  ' 
make  you  stop  wondering  if  he’s  rot¬ 
ting  in  some  cell  with  rats,”  Mrs. 
Caras  said. 

When  the  peace  agreement  was 
signed  nine  years  ago,  Mrs.  Caras 
said,  she  thought  things  might  change 
for  her  and  her  four  children.  “The 
war  ended  for  America,  but  for  my 
family  it  has  never  stopped,  because 
our  father  never  came  home.” 

She  said  the  hard  part  was  to  share 


in  the  happiness  of  several  of  her 
friends  whose  husbands  came  home, 
yet  feel  the  heartache  when  her  hus¬ 
band  did  not  step  off  one  of  the 
planeloads  of  returning  prisoners  of 
war. 

Mrs.  Caras  said  each  time  an  Amer¬ 
ican  team  goes  to  Hanoi  and  returns 
empty-handed  or  with  a  few  bodies, 
the  hurt  and  hope  starts  again. 

The  reports  of  prisoners  still  being 
held  are  the  hardest  to  take,  she  said. 
“Since  the  war  ended,  there  have  just 
been  too  many  reports  of  POWs  over 
there  for  them  to  not  keep  looking.” 

During  the  years  the  war  was  being 
fought,  Mrs.  Caras  said  she  and  her 
family  were  active  in  promoting  sup¬ 
port  for  the  American  POWs.  She 
said,  “We  decided  we  just  couldn’t  sit 
on  our  cans.”  Special  programs  were 
taken  to  schools,  and  petition  signing 
was  encouraged  by  the  Caras  family. 

While  the  Caras  family  waited  to 
receive  any  information  about  Caras, 
Mrs.  Caras  said  family  prayer  was 
held  once  a  week  and  continued  even 
after  the  peace  treaty  had  been 
signed. 

“We  had  as  many  as  100  people  at  a 
time  crowd  into  the  front  room  of  my 
home.  Everyone  from  the  oldest  to 
the  youngest  who  could  talk  would 
pray  for  their  son,  brother,  father  and 
husband.” 

Mrs.  Caras  said  it  has  been  this  uni¬ 
ty  in  faith  and  the  LDS  Church  that 
has  sustained  her  for  the  past  15 
years. 

Silver  bracelet 

Anyone  who  meets  Mrs.  Caras  will 
notice  the  tarnished  silver  bracelet  on 
her  arm.  She  said  that  at  one  point 
during  the  war  a  group  sponsored  a 
program  in  which  people  wore 
bracelets  with  the  name  of  a  soldier  on 
it  and  the  date  he  was  listed  as  mis¬ 
sing.  The  idea  was  to  wear  it  until  he 
came  home  or  was  accounted  for. 

Mrs.  Caras’  bracelet  contains  the 
name  of  her  husband.  Underneath  the 
bracelet,  bandages  protect  skin  that 
has  worn  away.  She  said  people  have 
forgotten  Vietnam  because  for  them, 
the  war  is  over. 

But  for  her:  “No,  I  won’t  take  it  off 
because  he  is  not  accounted  for.  This 
bracelet  has  become  a  part  of  him,  it’s 
like  a  wedding  ring.  It  tells  everyone 
that  I  won’t  forget,  because  I’m  his.”

Mobil  Indoor  Track  and  Field  Championships  at 
j  Madison  Square  Garden. 

I  Olson,  23,  of  Abilene,  Texas,  owns  the  world 
indoor  best  of  18-9%,  set  Feb.  19  at  San  Diego. 

He  broke  the  American  mark  by  leaping  18-6% 
i  last  month,  and  twice  smashed  the  world  indoor 
1  best,  with  vaults  of  18-8%  and  18-9%,  before  shat¬ 
tering  it  a  third  time  a  week  ago. 

“I  want  19  feet  at  the  nationals,”  said  the  weary 
Olson,  who  barely  missed  that  height  earlier  this 
I  season  at  Toronto.  “I’d  like  to  be  the  first  to  do  19 
I  feet  indoors.  Everyone  will  remember  who  was  the 
first  to  do  19  feet.  I’d  like  to  be  part  of  history.”  1 

Last  week’s  victory  enabled  Olson  to  clinch  the 
men’s  title  in  the  1982  Indoor  Track  and  Field 
Grand  Prix.  Going  into  Friday  night’s  meet,  the 
last  on  the  16-meet  indoor  circuit,  Olson  has  accum- 
lated  150  points,  giving  him  an  insurmountable  lead 
over  middle-distance  runner  Don  Paige,  the  run¬ 
ner-up  with  95  points. 

Vigneron,  the  former  indoor  record  holder  and 
the  meet’s  defending  champion,  broke  the  19-foot 
barrier  by  vaulting  19-0%  in  June. 

Meanwhile,  Carl  Lewis  will  be  competing  for  the 
first  time  since  winning  the  Sullivan  Award  as  the 
1981  outstanding  amateur  athlete.

“It  was  a  100  percent  team  effort .  .  .  everyone 
just  played  well.” 

Those  were  the  words  of  BYU  senior  forward 
Steve  Trumbo  in  the  locker  room  Thursday  evening 
after  the  BYU  Cougars  defeated  the  Hawaii  Rain¬ 
bows  75-66. 

“The  last  few  weeks  have  been  so  bad  —  this  is 
what  we’ve  needed  to  do.” 

Trumbo  led  the  way  for  the  Cougars,  scoring  a 
game-high  18  points,  grabbing  13  rebounds  and 
dishing  out  six  assists.  Trumbo  is  listed  in  this 
week’s  NCAA  statistics  as  12th  in  the  nation  in 
rebounding.

Trumbo  said  there  has  been  a  transition  in  his 
overall  performance  from  the  beginning  of  the 
season. 

Working  harder 

“Coach  Arnold  has  been  getting  on  me  to  work 
harder  and  I  think  I’m  putting  out  a  little  bit  more.

“I’m  excited  .  .  .  kinda  sad.  I’ve  had  four  great 
years  —  the  greatest  years  of  my  life  here  at 
Brigham  Young  University.  Hopefully,  we’ll  get  a 
chance  to  play  here  again  in  the  National  Invita¬ 
tional  Tournament. 

“Saturday’s  game  (against  San  Diego  State)  is 
going  to  be  a  big  game  for  me,  Fred  (Roberts)  and 
all  the  seniors,”  Trumbo  said. 

Final  home  game 

Those  other  seniors  seeing  action  in  the  Marriott 
Center  for  the  final  1981-82  regular  season  game 
are  Trumbo,  Roberts,  and  guards  Greg  Ballif  and 
Craig  Christensen,  who  sparked  the  Cougar 
offense  with  14  points  in  his  third  start  since  being 
injured  against  Virginia  earlier  this  season. 

“These  next  couple  of  games  are  big  games  for 
us.  San  Diego  State  and  UTEP  are  going  to  be 
tough,  the  same  with  New  Mexico,”  Trumbo  said. 

Regarding  his  goals  to  play  basketball  in  the 
NBA  after  leaving  BYU,  Trumbo  was  at  first  hesi¬ 
tant  to  comment  saying,  “I  haven’t  decided  yet.” 

But  after  a  moment’s  thought  Trumbo  quickly 
added,  “I’m  going  to  wait  to  see  where  I  get 
drafted.”

Chann  Palti,  deputy  consul  general 
of  Israel  assigned  to  Los  Angeles, 
said  in  a  speech  Thursday  that  she  is 
amazed  at  the  dishonesty  in  the  Un¬ 
ited  Nations  and  blamed  the  Palesti¬ 
nian  Liberation  Organization  for  ruin¬ 
ing  the  flourishing  economy  in 
Lebanon. 

Palti  represented  Israel  at  the 
U.N.  Committee  on  Human  Rights 
from  1974  to  1975. 

“I  felt  like  I  was  in  enemy  territory 
while  working  in  the  U.N.,”nPalti 
said. 

Palti  said  she  would  go  out  of  the 
United  Nations  Building  at  the  end  of 
the  day  and  hurry  home  and  take  a 
shower  because  she  felt  so  filthy. 

Palti,  who  published  “The  Arab  Re¬ 
view”  from  1968  to  ,1974  and  “Facts 
about  Israel”  in  1978,  said  the  reason 


the  economy  is  so  bad  in  Lebanon  is 
because  of  the  PLO’s  influence. 

“Lebanon  is  the  only  country  that  is 
not  strong  enough  to  control  the 
PLO,”  Palti  said.  The  terrorists  run 
around  free  in  Beirut.  “Beirut  has 
been  the  scene  of  fighting  for  a  long 
time  .  .  .  there  are  casualties  ev¬ 
eryday.” 

Palti  says  it’s  amazing  how  a  com¬ 
parably  small  number  of  people  can 
ruin  an  economy  that  was  once 
flourishing. 

The  Lebanese  government  has 
tried  to  control  the  PLO,  but  the 
Lebanese  army  is  no  match  for  the 
PLO,  Palti  said.  The  PLO  has  the 
financial  support  of  Saudi  Arabia  and 
Libya,  which  gives  the  organization 
more  sophisticated  arms,  she  said. 


Loneliness 
discussed 
by  Madsen 

People  can  die  because  of  the  lack  of  love,  but 
with  God’s  help,  loneliness  and  feelings  of  hopeless¬ 
ness  can  be  coped  with,  said  Dr.  Truman  G.  Mad¬ 
sen,  a  B  YU  professor  of  philosophy,  during  a  “Let’s 
Talk”  series  lecture  Thursday. 

“A  terrible  ‘unpeace’  results  in  the  absence  of 
love.  You  can  literally  live  or  die  because  of  love  or 
lack  of  it,”  Said  Madsen. 

God  has  promised  to  be  a  friend  to  those  who  are 
estranged  and  have  no  loved  ones,  Madsen  said. 
“God  does  love  us,  and  we  must  learn  that  we  can 
turn  to  him  to  find  the  peace  and  love  that  each  of  us 
so  desperately  needs.” 

While  discussing  “Finding  Inner  Peace  in  a 
World  of  Complexities,”  Madsen  explained  his  de¬ 
finition  of  the  word  peace. 

“Peace  is  composure  and  harmony  in  the  midst  of 
hostility  and  stress,”  he  said. 

Madsen  said  Billy  Graham  receives  nearly  65,000 
letters  a  day,  and  the  most  common  problem  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  letters  is  loneliness. 

A  person  can  cope  with  loneliness  with  “logo 
therapy.”  Logo  therapy  simply  means,  “meaning 
present,”  Madsen  said.  “Futile,  insignificant  and 
absurd  are  the  opposites  of  meaning.  When  people 
think  everything  is  absurd,  and  everything  they  do 
comes  to  an  end,  then  loneliness  occurs.  We  must 
realize  that  things  are  significant,  and  things  do 
matter.”  Madsen  said  even  a  cave  will  not  be  lonely 
if  there' is  a  purpose  for  it  being  there. 

Madsen  said:  “Peace  arrives  and  arises  by  our 
ability  to  pace  ourselves.”

Theological  justifica-' 
tions  reminded'  women 
that  they  Were  subject 
to  men. 

Mothers  were  also 
considered  the  spiritual 
guardians  of  the  home. 

“Generally,  the  pater¬ 
nal  role  was  directed 


mainly  to  dispensing 
advice  and  counsel,” 
Stoval  said. 

Fathers  relied  upon 
their  hierarchal  power 
to  command  their  chil¬ 
dren,  which  limited  the 
children’s  opportunities 
to  test  themselves/, 
Stoval  said. 

Both  sexs  were  ill  pre¬ 
pared  in  their  youth  to 
deal  with  the  responsibi¬ 
lities  and  challenges  of 
adulthood,  she  said.

Band  king  gives 
concert  in  March 


William  D.  Revelli,  director  emeritus  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Michigan  bands,  will  join  BYU’s  Wind 
Symphony  in  a  concert  March  10,  at  8  p.m.  in  the  de 
Jong  Concert  Hall,  HFAC. 

“Revelli  has  probably  done  more  for  bands  than 
any  other  living  individual,”  said  Wind  Symphony 
director  David  Blackinton,  who  was  a  student  of 
Revelli’s  at  Michigan.  “He’s  in  his  eighties,  and  he 
still  conducts  over  100  concerts  a  year.” 

During  his  36  years  as  chairman  of  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Michigan’s  Wind  Instrument  department  ,  Re¬ 
velli  developed  the  department  from  one  band  and 
one  faculty  member  to  seven  bands  with  a  total  of 
more  than  500  members  and  a  faculty  of  15  national¬ 
ly  recognized  artist-performers  and  teachers. 

He  and  his  Michigan  bands  have  performed  worl¬ 
dwide.  Revelli  will  conduct  the  BYU  group  in  a 
variety  of  band  numbers,  including  the  “March 
Caprice,”  by  Frederick  Delius  and  the  “Symphony 
for  Band,”  by  Vincent  Perischetti. 

Blackinton  said  the  Wind  Symphony  specializes 
in  original  band  literature,  orchestral  transcrip¬ 
tion,  show  tunes  and  marches.

Shakespeare  to  visit  Y 
through  March  festival

Shakespeare  is  coming  Wednesday  through 
March  6!  His  works,  on  film,  will  be  shown  in  the 
Nelke  Experimental  Theater,  HFAC  during 
Film  Festival  1982. 

“Hamlet,”  “A  Midsummer  Night’s  Dream,” 
“Merry  Wives  of  Windsor”  and  “The  Taming  of 
the  Shrew”  are  four  of  the  eight  films  to  be 
shown. 

“This  film  festival  is  an  opportunity  to  see 
someone’s  works  in  a  concentrated  time  period,” 
said  Eric  Fielding,  resident  designer  for  the 
theater  and  cinematic  arts  department  and  film- 
festival  coordinator. 

“The  fact  is,  the  theater  department  usually 
produces  one  Shakespearean  work  a  year,”  he 
said.  “This  festival  is  a  chance  to  see  eight  years 
of  Shakespeare  in  a  few  days.” 

Fielding  said  he  feels  each  of  the  upcoming 
films  is  an  important  work  of  Shakespeare,  and 
he  has  tried  to  balance  out  Shakespeare’s  com¬ 
edies,  histories  and  tragedies  in  the  film  selec¬ 
tions. 

More  film  versions  of  his  tragedies  exist,  and 
those  are  what  people  are  most  familiar  with. 
One  purpose  of  the  festival  is  to  give  people  the 
opportunity  to  see  the  least-viewed  films. 

Two  films,  “Richard  III”  and  “Henry  V,”  will 
focus  on  Sir  Lawrence  Olivier’s  work.  “He  is 
considered  by  most  to  be  the  definitive 
Shakespearean  actor  and  director.  These  films 
are  also  two  of  the  greatest  film  versions  of 
Shakespeare’s  works,”  Fielding  said. 

The  film  festival,  which  was  started  during 
November  1977,  is  often  accompanied  by  semi¬ 
nars,  classes  and  guest  speakers  dealing  with  the 
festival  theme. 

This  semester,  a  class  dealing  with  Shakespea¬ 
rean  films  was  taught  on  campus.  Another  tie-in 
to  the  festival  is  the  campus  “King  Lear”  produc¬ 
tion. 

“Since  1976,  when  our  department  became  the 
department  of  theater  and  cinematic  arts,  we 
have  wanted  to  expose  students  to  more  films 
and  guests  in  the  industry,”  Fielding  said. 

To  do  so,  the  yearly  film  festival  was  initiated. 


It  has  expanded  to  two  festivals  annually  —  fall 
and  winter.  These  may  increase  to  three  or  four, 
so  that  films  will  be  offered  from  the  department 
during  spring  and  summer  as  well. 

Previous  film  festival  themes  have  included 
musicals,  novels,  mysteries,  Academy  Award¬ 
winning  films  and  theater  on  film  —  stage  pro¬ 
ductions.  Frank  Capra;  Martin  Ritt,  who 
directed  “Sounder;”  Jimmy  Stewart;  and  George 
Jenkins,  award-winning  designer  of  “All  the 
President’s  Men,”  are  among  those  who  have 
been  guests  at  the  festivals. 

As  coordinator  of  the  program,  Fielding 
selects  what  will  be  shown  during  the  festival. 
When  choosing  films,  Fielding  said  he  often  gets 
what  people  have  requested  to  see.  He  also 
selects  and  invites  the  guests. 

Films  are  obtained  individually  from  40  to  50 
companies  that  handle  such  programs.  The  fes¬ 
tival’s  eight  Shakespearean  films  come  from  six 
different  places. 

Cost  ranges  from  $50  to  $75  up  to  $250  per  film. 
More  contemporary  pieces  and  classics  are  the 
most  expensive.  Other  festival  costs  include 
advertising  and  equipment  fees.  Sponsored  by 
the  cinematic  arts  department,  the  festival  is 
almost  entirely  self-supporting.  After  expenses 
are  paid,  any  additional  money  goes  to  help  pay 
for  campus  theater  productions. 

Attendance  at  the  festival  varies  with  what  is 
being  shown.  Movie  musicals  and  the  classics  are 
among  the  most  popular  film  series.  “I  hope  peo¬ 
ple  will  find  this  a  rare  opportunity  to  see 
Shakespeare  and  come, ’’said  Fielding.
